Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1-42 and 49-53, drawn to a process for converting carbonaceous 
feedstock to alcohol. 

Group II, claim(s) 43-44, drawn to a catalyst. 

Group III, claim(s) 45-48, drawn to a method for controlling the proportions of carbon 
monoxide, hydrogen and methane gas in syngas stream. 

Group IV, claim(s) 49-53, drawn to a process for converting carbonaceous feedstock to 
syngas. 

Group V, claim(s) 54-57, drawn to an apparatus. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature is the process for converting the carbonaceous feedstock to syngas, 
this feature has already been described in the art and therefore does not meet the 
requirements for being a special technical feature that makes over the prior art. US 
5,073,356 describes a process for converting carbonaceous feedstock to syngas (col 8, 
lines 39-65.
